of the submission of the Indians, I think 
they have already shown a disposition to sub- 
mit that would justify such an outlay. if 
they were to come in and then be obliged to 
return to their former mode of life, because 
the post commanders could not feed them, 
the effect would be disastrous. No time 
should therefore be lost, The government 
should not be niggardly in this first expendi- 
ture. To transport about six thousand Nav- 
ajos and one thousand four hundred Mesca- 
laro Apaches onto the reservation at the 
Bosque Redondo and subsist them for three 


‘months cost three hundred and eighty-five 


thousand: dollars. There are probably not 
more than three thousand five hundred hos- 
tile Indians in Arizona. The first appropri- 
ation! to subsist these should not be less than 
two hundred thousand dollars. This is a 
small sum compared to what it now costs 
annually to hunt them, and still less in com- 
parison to the loss citizens will sustain during 
the coming year, if the savages are allowed 
to plunder us and prevent improvement as in 
times past.. . 

The determination of the best point for 
such a reseryation would be one of the most 
difficult questions to be solved. The Indians 
should not occupy any very rich mining re- 
gion nor live on any of the principal thorough- 
fares of the country. ‘They should either be 
kept in their own country, as near as possi- 
ble to their present homes, or clse removed 
to a very’ great distance therefrom. Any 
intermediate location, as the Colorado river, 
for instance, would not be advisable, as many 


us, hoisted the flag of Colonel Poston, before 
the arrival of Governor Goodwin, we would

RAILROAD. 


Eprrors Arta: Our people are at last 
awakened to the necessity of the Pacific Rail- 
road for military as well as commercial pur- 
poses. A preference has been given to the 
route from San Francisco to Leavenworth, or 
Kansas City, via Salt. Lake City and Denver, 
and its construction has been commenced. 


OBSTACLES TO THE NORTHERN ROUTE. 


There are, perhaps, few mountain districts 
of like extent, that present as formidable ob- 
stacles to the construction of a road, as those 
that must be encountéred between Salt Lake 
and Denver City. This is one of the-niost 
elevated regions in the Rocky Mountain chain. 
Numerous and extensive tunnels, excavations, 
embankments, and bridges, would be required 
on a section of the road most remote from 
any available source of supplies. For at least 
three months in the year, the Wasatch and 
Rocky Mountains are buried in deep snows. 
Many miles of the road would have to be 
roofed in. The country for nearly six hun- 
dred miles west of Salt Lake is arid and des- 
titute of timber. Owing to the want of 
water and timber, and to the remoteness 
from settlements, work on this part of the 
road would involve immence outlays of mon- 
eys. The Sierra Neyada is said to present 
difficulties of the same nature, though less in 
extent, than those encountered farther east.

As exten- 
sive as these explorations have been, there is 
much to be learned concerning the mountain 
regions known to the Mexicans as the “ Sierra 
Madre” and the Sierra Nevada.”

Valuable discoveries con- 
cerning the nature of these regions, their 
passes, grades, cte., may therefore be made 
at any time, and any reliable information on 
these points should be acceptable to the pub- 
lic. | have had unusual opportunities of 
exploring a part of this region, and have be- 
come acquainted with facts that have a bear- | 
ing upon the selection of a route for the “ Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad.” l believe it to be my 
duty to make these facts known to iny fellow- 
citizens.

There is a probability 
that by following the present wagon‘ road. a 
much easier grade could be obtained, without 
mucn increase in distance. But even if the 
grades mentioned are unavoidable, they are 
short and by no means a formidabk obstacle. 
For much the greater part of this distance 
the grades are uniform and casy, antl very 
little cutting would be required. Much ‘of 
the country is prairie. The amount of bridg- 
ing required for this part of the road is re- 
markably small. Good building stone can be 
obtained at convenient distances along the 
road. ‘limber can be cut in the mountains 
on the Colorado river from one hundred and 
fifty to two hundred miles above Mohave, 
and rafted to the railroad crossing, to be 
hauled east and west along the road. This 
is the worst part.of the road between the 
Sierra Neyada and the Great Plains, yet 
how favorably it compares with the section 
of the northern route between Virginia or 
Carson City and Salt Lake. The latter'¢outi- 
try isdescribed as being almost, if not quite, 
as barren as the Mohave Desert. It is about 
six hundred miles in extent, and is entirely 
destitute of timber. Even the neighboring 
mountains aresaid to be bare. This vast des- 
ert can only be reached by long and bad 
roads. Railroad ties would be worth their 
weight is silver by the time they were Jaid. 
Railroad iron, provisions and tools would cost 
proportionally. The prospect is enough to 
vlose the pocket of the most venturesome 
capitalist. Yet the greatest difficulties have 
to be sutmetnted between Salt Lake and

TRANSPORTATION, GRADES, ETC. 


To return to the route under discussions 
the iron and supplies of all kinds for the road 
from Camp Cady to Campbell’s Pass in thè 
Rocky Mountains, could be cheaply trans- 
ported by steamer up the Colorado to the 
railroad crossing.

Prescott itself would have fallen a prey to 
them. 

ae the opening of the campaign of 1863, 
General Carleton sent runners to the Navajos 
informing them that all who would submit 
and go onto a reservation would be well fed 
and clothed and furnished with seed and 


. farming implements; that all who refused 


these terms would be mercilessly followed, 
and that no peace would ever be made with 
them. They were also given to understand 
that no further overtures would be made 
with them; tliat all proposals for peace must 
thereafter come from them. Before the end 
ofsummer the tribe besought a cessation of hos- 
.tilities and agreed to go upon any reservation 
the authorities might designate. Within a 
few months over eight thousand of the nation 


* were removed to a reservation four hundred 


miles from their homes. This reservation is 
a perfect success. The Indians are contented 
and prosperous. Comparatively few have left 
the reservation. More than a year ago they 
had completed thirteen miles of acequia, 
seven miles of which were fifteen feet in width 
and the rest eight feet wide. They had 


. planted four thousand shade trees, forming 


a quadruple avenue two miles in length, and 
twenty thousand grape cuttings, I have 
-heard it reported, that, last year, they had 
five thousand acres under cultivation, from 
whieh a surplus of more than one million 
pounds of grain was produced. ; 
It is not to be denied, that the execution 
of this plan in this Territory would be at- 
tended with some difficulty, owing entirely 
sto the scarcity of provisions and the distance 
they would have to be carried, But this 
difficulty might easily be overcome by a little 
foresight and liberality on the part of the 
government, Rations (beef cattle and grain ) 
should be accumulated at once in anticipation 


as the Indians of -the north have done, their 
subjugation would be a much easier matter. 
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destroying them. I am aware that thi 
opinion will be poorly received by out 
settlers, smarting as they are under the can-} 
tinual loss of friends and property. But this, 
relentless feehng of revenge, against a con- 
temptable and degraded fue, is unworthy of, 
the civilization of our age. In this feeling; 
we have not the sympathy of any other civil- | 
ized commanity. 

The pioncers of this country will never 
realize any profit from their labor and suffer- 
ings, unless they, as a body, urge this matter 
upon the government. Instead of useless 
denunciation of the mihtary, for not accom- 

lishing impossibilities, let all unite and put 
forth every effort to eftect the desired object. 
Let mectings (irrespective of party) be called 
at once throughout the Territury, with the | 
view of discussing the best means of rehev-; 
ing ourselves froin this pest, and of petition: | 
ing the general government to take immedi- 
ate action in the matter. I respectfully 
submit this plan to the consideration of my 
fellow citizens.

Governor Goodwin as if he had been person- 
ally present, neither of them, nor any other 
personaware of the relations existing between 
them will dispute this fact. All the Terri- 
torial officers then in the Atlantic States 
who were well informed of my actions and 
intentions in Congress) agreed to become 
unanimous in their influence to secure my 
re-election. Governor Goodwin was duly 
advised of these facts, and until after the 
election had passed was supposed by us to 
have been working as zealously and honestly 
fur my re-election as we had been working 
harmoniously here for the prosperity and best 
interests of the Territory. 

The Anizona Mixer, the only newspaper 
published in the Territory, undertook to rep- 
resent my actions and intentions fairly to the 
people, had annonnced my name as a candi- 
date, and was proceeding in good faith when 
Governor Goodwin arrived at the capital, 
and in the absence of the proprietor took 
possession of the press, struck my name irom 
the list of candidates, suppressed the editori- 
als in my favor and palmed off upon the peo- 
ple articles Jaudatory of himself.

Amendatory of Chapters 30, 31 and 32, Howell Code, Of Marriages, Of Divorce, 
Of the Rights of Married Women, and repealing chapter 27, Of Estates tn Dover. 
Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona: 
Sec. 1. Chapters 30, 31 and 32 are hereby amended to read as follows: 
i CHAPTER XXX. 


Sec. T. Marriage is considered in law as a civil contract, to which the consent 
of the parties is essential. 


Sec. 2. All marriages between parents and children, including grand parents ` 


And grand children of every degree; between brothers and sisters, of the one-half 
as well as the whole-biood ; and between uncles and nieces, aunts and nephews, are 
declared to be incestuous, and absolutely void. This section shal] extend to ille- 
gitimate as well as legitimate children, and relations. 


"* Sec. 3. All marriages of white persons with hegrees, mulattoes, Indians or 
mongolians are declared illegal and void. 

Src. 4. Whoever shall contract marriage, in fact, contrary to the prohibitions 
in the two preceeding sections, and whoever shall solemnize any such marriage 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished 
by firie ‘or imprisonment, or both, at the discretion of the jury which shall 
the cause, or if the conviction be by confession, at the discretion of the court, the 
fine to be not Jess than one hundred nor more than ten thousand dollars, and 
the imprisonment to be not less than three monihs nor more than ten years. 

Src. 5. All marriages contracted without this Territory, which would be valid, 
by the laws of the country in which the same were contracted, shall be valid ! in 
all courts and places within this Territory. 3 

Sec. 6. Every judge and justice of the peace, and every clergyman of any 
denomination, or licensed preacher of the gospel, may perform the ceremony of 

marriage in this Territory. 

Sec. 7. No judge, justice of the peace, clergyman, preacher of the gospel, or 
other person shall join in marriage any male under the age of eighteen years, 
or any female under the age of sixteen years, without the consent of the parent 
or guardian, or other person under whose care and government such minor may 

“be. Any person who shall violate the provisions of this section shall’ be deemed 
ilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction, shall be punished by fine not exceed- 
Ing one thousand dollars. 

Sec, 8. Every person having authority to join others in marriage shall keep a 
record of all marriages solemnized before him, and within three months transmit 
a certificate of every marriage, (containing both j.hristian names and surnames) 
to the recorder of the county m which the marriage took place; and any person 
refusing or neglecting to make such return within the above required time, shall 
forfeit for every offence, the sum of one hundred dollars, to he recorded with costs, 
by the recorder. 

Sec. 9. The recorder shall record all such returns of marriages in a book to be 
kept for that purpose, within one month after receiving the same, and shall be 
allowed for each entry of the same, two dollars, to be paid to him by the parties 
to the marriage. If any recorder shall neglect or refuse to record within the said 
time, any return to him made, he shall forfeit one hundred dollars, to be recov- 
ered with costs, by any person who will prosecute the same. 

Sec. 10.. The books of marriages to be kept by the respective recorders, and 
copies of entries therein, certified by him under his official seal, shall be evidence 
in all courts. - 

‘Sec. 11. If any person authorized to solemnize any marriage; shall wilfully 
- make a false return of any marriage, or pretended marriage, to the recorder, or if 

the recorder shall wilfully make a false record, of any return of a marriage, he 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by fine, not less 
than one hundred, nor more than ten thousand dollars, and by imprisonment of 
not less than three months, nor more than ten years.

Src. 1. All property, both real and personal, of the wife, owned by her before 
~marriage, and that acquired afterwards by gift, bequest, devise or descent, shall 
be her separate property. and all property, both real and personal, owned by the 
husband before marriage, and that acquired by him afterwards, by gift, bequest, 
devise or descent, shall be his separate property. 


Sec. 2. All property acquired after the marriage by cither husband or wife, 
except such as may be acquired by gift, bequest, devise, or descent, shall be com- 
mon property.

Sec. 4. If there be included in the inventory any real estate lying in other 
counties, the inventory shall also be recorded in such counties. 

‘Sec. 5. The filing of the inventory in the recorder’s office, shall be notice of 
the title of the wife, and all property belonging to her, included in the inventory 
shall be exempt from seizure, or execution, for the debts of her husband. 

Sec. 6. The husband shall have the management and control of the separate 
property of the wife, during the continuance of the marriage, but no sale or other 
alienation of any part of such property, can be made, nor any lien or incumbrance 
created thereon, unless by an instrument in writing, signed by the husband and 
wife, and acknowledged by her upon an exammation, separate and apart from her 
husband, before a justice of the Supreme Court, probate judge or notary public, 
or if executed out of the Territory, then acknowledged, before some judge of, a 
court of record, or before a commissioner, appointed under the authority of this 
Territory to take acknowledgments of deeds. 

Sec. 7. When any sale shall be made by the wife, of any of her separate prop- 
erty, for the benefit of her husband, or when he shall have used the proceeds of 
such sale, with her cousent in writing, it shall be deemed a gift, and neither she, 
nor those claiming under her, shall have any right to recover the same. 

Sec. 8. If the wife have just cause to apprehend that her husband has misman- 
aged or wasted, or will mismanage or waste, hei separate property, she or any 
other person in her behalf, may apply to the district court, for the appointment 
of a trustee, to take charge of, and manage her separate estate; such trustee may 
for good cause shown, be from time to time removed by the court and another 
appointed in his place. Betore entering upon the discharge of his trust, he shall 
execute a bond, with sufficient surety or sureties, to be approved by the court, 

the proper performance of his duties. In case of the appointment of a trustee 
for the wife, he shall account for and pay over to the husband and wife, or either 
of them, the income and profits, of the wiie’s estate, in such manner and propor- 
tion as the court may direct. 

Sec. 9. The husband shall have the entne management and: control of the 
common property, with the like absolute power of disposition, as to his own sep- 
arate estate and the rents and profits of the separate estate of either husband or 
wife, shall be deemed common property, unless in the case of the separate prop- 
erty of the wife, it shall Le provided by the terms of the instrument whereby 
such property may have been bequeathed, devised, or given to her; that the rents 
and profits thereof shall be applied to her sole and separate use, in which case 
the entire management and disposal of the rents and profits of such property 
shall belong to the wife, and shall not be liable for the debts of the husband. 


Sec. 10. No estate shall be allowed the husband as tenant by courtesy upon 
decease of his wife, nor any estate in dower be allowed to the wife upon the 
decease of her husband.

3. By an act of adultery by cither of the parties; but no divorce shall be 
granted upon the application of the party guilty of the act of adultery complained 
of, nor if ıt shall appear to the court that the adultery complained of was by 
collusion of the parties, nor when it shall appear that the parties have lived and 
cohabited together as man and wife after the knowledge of the act of adultery 
complained of. 

4. For extreme cruelty in either party, or for habitual intemperance, or for 
wilful desertion by either party, for the period of two years; or for the wilful 
neglect on the part of the husband to provide for his wife the common necessaries 
of life, having the ability to provide the same, for the period of three years. 

5. When the consent of either of the parties to the marriage was obtained by 
force, or fraud, upon the application of the injured party. 

6. In cases of the conviction of either party of felony after marriage, where the 
punishment is not less than imprisonment for two years. 

Sec. 5. No action for divorce on the grounds of natural impotency existing at 
the time of the marriage shall be allowed except by the injured party ; nor unless 
instituted within two years after the solemmtwation of the marnage. 

Sec. 6. When a divorce is granted on the ground of adultery on the part of the 
wife, the legitimacy of any children born or begotten of her before that act of 
adultery complained of, shall not be affected by- the divorce. 

Sec. 7. In any action for a divorce, the court may, during the pendency of the 

“action, or at the final hearing, or afterwards, make such order for the support of 
the wife, and maintenance and education of the children of the marriage, as may 
be just, and may at any time thereafter annul, vary, or modify, such order, as the 
interest and welfare of the children may require. 

Sec. 8. No divorce shall be granted in any action, by default of the defendant, 
nor on the admission of statement of either party, but in all cases the court shall 

“require proof of the facts alleged, as the grounds for a divorce, which proof, if 
taken before a referee shall be upon written questions and answers, and free from 
all legal exception, as to its competency,admussibility, and sufficiency, nor shall it 
be lawful for any court to grant a divorce upon any such statement or finding of 
facts by a referee, but only on the legal testimony taken in the cause. In every 
action for a divorce the complaint must be verified. 


Sec. 2. Chapter twenty-seven, entitled Of Estates in Dower,is hereby repealed. 
Sec. 3. All chapters or parts of chapters in conflict with this act are repealed.

AN ACT `- 
Amendatory of Chapter 40, Howell Code, Of Notaries Public, 
Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona: 


Sec. 1. All provisions in said chapter referring to or requiring aets to be done 
before or by the district clerk shall hereafter be done by or before the probate 
clerk of the county in which such acts are by law to be performed; and all nota- 
ries commissioned by the Governor shall qualify before such probate clerk as by 
said chapter they were heretofore required to do before the district clerk, and 
upon the vacancy of office of any notary public the records of such notary and all 
papers relating to his office shall be deposited in the office of the probate clerk 
of the proper county. 

Sec. 2. All chapters or parts of chapters in conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed.

Early last spring we called the attention 
of the public to several processes for obtain- 
ing the precious metals from the ores then in 
use or undergoing experiment. Among those 
attracting the must attention was Dr. Ayer’s 
process for treating the gold and silver = 
ing ores with heat and solutions of alkalies 
and salts.

The discovery, however, met the usual 
doubts and fears attaching to no velty, and 
in fact, there had been so many failures for 
like purposes brought forward, that unbe- 
lievers were encountered everywhere. It 
was asserted that however beautiful the pro- 
cess might be in theory,'and in the laborato- 
ry, yet it was not certain that ores could be 
thus practically treated in the mass. In or- 
der to silence forever these doubts, and to 


test the utility of the invention upon a work- 
ing acale, under the eye of practical miners, 
the company erected, in this city, furnaces 
for treating ores on a large scale, and at great 
cost imported gold-bearing quartz ores, from 
Nova Scotia by the cargo, and are now reduc- 
ing them with the most favorable results. 
Meanwhile, the value of this method becom- 
ing apparent, three different parties claimed 
priority of invention of the same process, at 
the Patent-Office, and contested the novelty | 
of the invention of the patentee. Upon these | 
claims evidence was taken, and after full i0] 
vestigation the validity of Dr. Ayer’s patents 
was fully established by the decision of tbe 
Commissioners at Washington. The furnaces 
are simple in construction, and the chemicals | 
are universally distributed, so that there is | 
no place where mines are wofked that the: 
furnaces and material cannot be economically 
obtained and constructed, thus saving great! 
cost of transportation of heavy mills and ma- } 
chinery to the mines. eretofore miners! 
have supplitd themselves with heavy machin- | 
ery at very great cost of construction and 
transportation, from which, as a rule the 
most moderate returns have not been fal 
ized by its owners. 

By the new chemical process the disinte- 
gration of the rock is so complete that any 
ordinary iron or burr-mill can reduce ore thus 
treated to the finest powder with much less 
power than is required to run stamps, and 
the royal metals being freed from all impuri- 
ties, are amalgamated by the simplest and 
least expensive machinery. Another pecu- 
liarity of this process is, that, by separating 
the gold from the base metals, it is left free 
to be taken up by the mercury. It, too, is 
claimed that the quicksilver used in the 
processes for collecting the fine grains of the 
precious metals is not wasted, so that a sav- 
ing is thus effected. So thorough have been 
the practical tests made that it is believed 
not only will the individual intcrests of mine

1856, when the reformed municipal govern- 
ment went into power, the sum of three mil- 
lions two hundred thousand dollars has been 
expeniled, of which nearly one third was dis- 
bursed during the past fiscal year. The total 
expenditure on street work from 1851 to the 
present exceeds seven mi lions of dollars, yet 
the expense of keeping the city in repair last 
year amounted to only two thousand five 
hundred dollars. The assessed value of real 
estate is -$47,345,973; of personal estate, 
$35,851,652; total, $82,197,625. Total tax 
per one hundred dollars, $2,98. Nearly 


$27,000 were paid for licenses. The sum of 


$6,700 was inflicted in fines by the courts. 
The police force numbers 175 men, organized 
as a military battalion. 8115 arrests were 
made during the year, of which 2,065 were 
for being drunk, and 1,036 for violating city 
ordinances. 200 fires took place during the 
year, destroying $275,000 worth of property 
and eight lives. There were 17 suicides, 45 
accidental deaths, and twenty-four sudden 
deaths, There are 31 steamers and 527 ves- 
sels of all kinds, with a tonnage of 63,024, 
engaged in the coast and bay trade. As 
many as 1,810 patients were admitted to the 
hospital. Of children daily attending the 
public schools there are 6,418, of whom 4,589 
were born in Cslifornia. The city is in debt 
$5,000,000. Its total available assets are

chance to find it necessary to dine upon 
horse: 


HOW TO FIT A HORSE FOR, THE TABLE. 


M'Queen’s statistics inform us that in the 
British empire there are 2,250,000 horses, 
valued at £67,000,000. A very considerable 
portion of these shauld be eaten. Malfor- 
mation, incipient disease, accidental injuries, 
render it more profitable to kill than to rear, 
at great expense, animals incapacitated for 
labor. Send an injured or énfeebled horse to 

„and in four months he will be fat and 
fit for the table. In answer, therefore, to 
our next query, “Should we eat our horses ?” 
we reply, “ Under certain circumstances un- 
doubtedly ;” and in no case ought we to bury 
the flesh of the horse, when we have the 
strongest reasons for regarding it as alike nu- 
tritious and.palatable. Owing to the great 
value of the horse, the use of its flesh, as an 
article of human food, must in this country 
be limited. Let us, however, avail ourselves 
of it so faras practicable; and in order that 
jt may no longer be wasted, let us dismiss 
the silly prejudice which causes even a half- 
starved laborer to exhibit irrepressible dis- 
gust when exhorted to partake of a kind of 
food occasionally within his reach, and known 
to possess in abundance those elements of nu- 
trition so scantily supplied by the common 
fare of the working classes. We invite our 
readers to test its value, as we have recently 
done, in a spirit of philosophical inquiry, and 
we solemnly declare, without the slightest 


digestive remorse, though to the horror of 


our eok, a privileged old servant, who rules 
the roast, and us, tuo, sometimes. Misled by 
her imagination, and not following her nose 
assuredly, she declared that she perceived a 
t fearfu’ smell before the stuff cam’ near the 
door.”

Acaicutture 1x Mexico—A Mexico cor 
sepondent of the New York Tribune writes 
as follows: 

The cultivation of cotton, to which certaln 

rts of Mexico are admirably adapted, has 

n made the object of several excellent ar- 
ticles published in the part of the land where 
that staple is susceptible of giving the most 
productive results. These articles assert that 
the growing of cotton could be one of the 
greatest sources of wealth for the conntry if 
it was only cartied on by men who under- 
stood the business. Unfortunately this is not 
the case.: A few large planters excepted, all 
that is done in this line is done by small pro- 
prietors, who are working with imperfect im- 
plemente, and are addicted to an inveterate 
routine. The result is that most part of the 
time the cotton growers lose instead of gain- 
ing. Those, on the contrary, who 
some knowledge on the subject, and work 
with improved implements, and according to 
new meth are making large fortunes. 
The writers of those articles recommend the 
adoption of the American plow, and the 
Americah threshing machine and gin. A 
quantity of these instruments could be sold 
in Mexico with the return of pee. In 
short, all your machinists will find an ample 
field of trade and labor as soon as that event 
occurs. The part of the country where cot- 
ton grows more successfully are the coasts of 
the States of Vera Cruz, of Guerrero, of 
Michoacan, of Jalisco, and a portion of Sina- 
loa. In Queretaro, also, cotton and tobacco 
grow admirably wel]. Still to give the start 
to the cultivation of that article requires 
more than afew individual efforts ; it requires 
the intervention of the government, which 
has to encourage a new-born industry ; and 
to open roads it requires peace, without, 
which industry cannot flourish ; it requires 
the energetic and enlightened concourse of 
immigrants, for so intense is the ignorance of 
the natives, so backward is the state of agri- 
culture, so indolent are the masses concern- 
ing all questions connected with their moral 
and material improvements, that an outward 
pressure has to be exercised upon them. 
These conditions are not essential to the 
growth of cotton alone, but to all branches 
of agricultural industry, of mechanical labor 
; and commercial enterprise. Let them be ful- 
t filled, and Mexico is bound to become one of 
the eet prolific agricultural countries in the 
world.
